A four-year-old boy died from 
the effects of exposure and shock 
and five other persons narrowly 
escaped with their lives when 
, iheir ear sank in seven feet of 
open water at Lake McGregor, 20 
miles east of Vulcan on Monday 
of this week. 

William Heidmiller of Stave|y 
was driver of the 1958 model car 
and passengers were his wife, 
their children, Brian, aged four; 
Morley, aged three, and Dale, 10 
months, and a neighbor, Mrs. John 
Lengyel of Stavcly. 

The group had driven to the 
lake to buy some fresh whitefish 
and after completing the trans¬ 
action. proceed'd to drive along 
the ice, close to the shore, to see 
some of the fishing operations. 
When the ear hit thin ice and 
plunged into the water, Mr. Heid¬ 
miller managed to force the door 
next to him partly open and 
scramble to the roof of the ear. 
Mrs. Heidmiller and Mrs. Lengyel 
squeezed through the car windows 
and werv helped to the roof of the 
car by Mr. Heidmiller, who then 
went back under water to the sub¬ 
merged ear and. one by one, 
brought out his three young sons. 

Mr. Heidmiller managed to 
reach the edge bf the ice and drag 
himself up and attracted the at¬ 
tention of a fisherman, Charles 
Fitzpatrick, a few hundred yards 
away, who came with a fish net 
and managed to drag the other 
occupants of the car to firm jce. 
'"•’More help was secured and the 
victims rushed to the nearby Bur¬ 
nell Drummond farm house, wjiere 
artificial respiration was applied 
to the three unconscious children 
and aid summoned from Vulcan: 
Dr. A. D. Tompkins and R.C.M.P. 
Constable Naygnart were soon at 
the farm house and the two 
younger chitdren responded , to 
treatment, hut four-year-od Dale 
failed to recover despite the ef¬ 
forts of a relay of men who kept 
up artificial respiration for some 
time. The survivors were taken to 
the Vulcan hospital for father 
treatment anil all are expected to 
recover from theeir ordeal. 

Circumstances surrounding the 
accident were investigated by 
Coroner Dr. Tompkins and by t|ie 
R.C.M.P. arid no inquest is deemed 
necessary.

THE DEPARTMENT OF INDUSTRIES AND LABOUR plays an Important role in 
tne economy of Alberta. It makes a significant contribution in maintaining an 
industrial climate favorable to Alberta's progress. 

THE BOARD OF INDUSTRIAL RELATIONS 

administers the ALBERTA LABOUR ACT which applies *o all employees and 
employers except farm labourers and domestic servants. It is maoe up of si* 
parts: 

HOURS OF WORK—-The General hours of work shall not exceed more than eight 
hours a day or 48 hours a week. In Calgary, Edmontori, Lethbridge and Medicine 
Hat however, there is provided an eight hour day and 44 hour week limit. In all 
areas daily limit may be exceeded by one hour but if the weekly limit of 44 hours 
is exceeded, overtime rates must be paid. 

MINIMUM WAGES—The Board fixes a minimum wage and no employee may 
work for less without the approval of the Board. 

LABOUR WELFARE—An employer in any industry is required to give his em¬ 
ployees one week s vacation with pay after one year service and two weeks with 
pay after two years service. In the construction industry an employee is entitled 
to 4% of his regular earnings in the form of vacation with pay stamp credits. 
INDUSTRIAL STANDARDS—Any industry may, with the approval of the Minis¬ 
ter, establish its maximum work hours, minimum wages and vacations with pay 
providing these are at least as favorable as required by the Act. 
CONCILIATION AND ARBITRATION—The Act recognizes the privileges and 
right of employees to organize themselves for the purpose of collective bargain¬ 
ing. The Board has been very successful in encouraging industrial peace in its 
administration of this portion of the Act. 

EQUAL PAY —Equal pay for women performing substantially identical work as 
men is provided for in the Act. 

THE CO-OPERATIVE ACTIVITIES AND CREDIT UNION 
BRANCH 

One of the functions of this branch Is to assist interested groups in estab¬ 
lishing and organizing credit unions. The credit unions provide members with a 
convenie nt method of saving and a .source of credit. All credit unions are 
closely supervised and their books examined by the Branch to insure sound busi¬ 
ness standards. 

RURAL ELECTRIFICATION—Also administered are several co-operative acts 
which encourage groups of farmers to install their own power facilities. The 
Alberta farmer can electrify his farm for as little as $100.00 down with the 
remainder payable over a period of years.
